And therefore I am reſolved: to put an 
end to fins Seſli on on Moriday next come 
ſevennight,, before which time I pray 
tet all thi + be made ready that I am to 
diſpatch. T am not willing to complain 
you have dealt unkindly with: Me in a 
Bill T have now =47: in which you 
have manifeſted a greater diſtruſt of Me 
then I have deſerved. I do not pretend 
to be without infirmities , but I have 
never broken My word with you ; and 
if I do not FUN My ſelf, the Nation 
never had' lefs/ w to complain of 
Grievances, or. the leaſt Injuſtice or Op- 
preſſion, then it hath had in theſe Seven 
years it hath pleaſed God. to reſtore Me. 
to you : I would be glad to be uſed Ac- 


cordingly.
